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REMARKS 

Applicants appreciate the Notice of Allowance of July 17, 2007. However, Applicants 
submit that the Examiner's Amendment is incorrect. In particular, the Decision on Appeal of 
March 6, 2007 (hereinafter "Decision") indicates that the rejections with respect to Claims 12, 13 
and 17 are reversed. See Decision, page 7. The Examiner's Amendment in the Notice of 
Allowance states: 

. . .Hence claim 13, in combination with claim 12 has been converted into 
independent form, and claim 17 has been converted into independent form that 
includes intervening claim 16. 

See Notice of Allowance, page 2 (Examiner's Amendment). Applicants respectfully submit that 
Claim 13 depends from Claim 10, not Claim 12. Therefore, Claim 13 should have been 
converted into independent form, not combined with the recitations of Claim 12. Thus, there 
should be three independent claims remaining in the application, not two. Accordingly, 
Applicants provide herewith a listing of claims including the claims that should issue in the 
present application. 

In particular, Applicants have amended Claim 10 to include the recitations of allowed 
Claim 12 and have cancelled Claim 12 from the present application. Furthermore, Applicants 
have rewritten Claim 13 in independent form including the recitations of independent Claim 10. 
Applicants have also rewritten Claim 17 in independent form including the recitations of Claims 
10 and 16 and have cancelled Claim 16 from the present application. Applicants have not 
cancelled dependent Claims 14 and 15 as they are patentable per the patentability of amended 
independent Claim 10. Finally, Applicants have cancelled Claims 1-9, 11, 18-23, 25 and 29-31 
from the present application. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that independent 
Claims 10, 13 and 17 and dependent Claims 14 and 15 should issue in the patent as set out above 
for at least the reasons discussed herein. 
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
